— The average annual death rate represented \xy the deaths 
registered during the week ended March 21, 1908, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 24.7 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in Armagh, 
viz, 13.7, and the highest in Tralee, viz, 79.3 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended March 21, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 18.5 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The highest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 22.2, and the lowest in 
Edinburgh, viz, 14.6 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 652, including diphtheria 2, measles 37, 
scarlet fever 5, enteric fever 1, and 24 from whooping cough. 

Japan — Formosa. — Four weeks ended March 7, 1908. Estimated 
population, 3,050,004. Total number of deaths not reported. One 
death from enteric fever, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from smallpox, and 
60 from plague reported. 

Mexico — Mansatiillo.-^-Two weeks ended March 29, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 1,742. Total number of deaths, 10, including 1 
from tuberculosis. 

Switzerland. — Week ended March 14, 1908. Reports from 18 
cities, having an aggregate population of 868,928, show as follows: 
Total number of deaths, 305, including diphtheria 2, whooping cough 
1, and 53 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies — Turks Island. — Five weeks ended April 4, 1908. 
Estimated population, 1,700. Total number of deaths, 6.
